A few well aimed bricks 
might easily redu ce them to ru in s so far as habil­ 
itatio n is co n cern ed.

The Chinese Nationalist gov ­ 
ernm ent officials stated no nego­ 
tiations were u nder way at the 
present time seek ing a settle­ 
m ent of the conflict. 
Restrictions th at world powers 
imposed u pon China in the Pe­ 
k ing protocol of 1901, an ou t­ 
growth of the Box er siege of Pe­ 
k ing, forces China to share her 
strategic positions “with the en­ 
emy *’ and it can only resu lt "in 
tragedies 
lik e 
Shanhaik wan,*’ 
General Ho Chu k u o, commander 
of the ou sted Shanhaik wan gar­ 
rison said today in a statement 
ex plaining his defeat. 
There was widespread con­ 
demnation of Marshal Chang 
Hsino-Liang, military ru ler of 
northern China, for not prov id­ 
ing adequ ate defense for Shan­ 
haik wan. In contrast, General 
Ho has been praised for his 
“magnificent 
battle" 
and his 
statem ent was receiv ing nation­ 
wide circu lation. 
The statem ent referred to the 
agreement by which other pow­ 
ers, inclu ding Japan, are perm it­ 
ted to station troops in north 
China to k eep open traffic from 
the coast of Peiping. 
Gerenal Ho stated the Chinese 
position has been ev en more an­ 
omalou s since September, 1931 
(when the Japanese inv asion of 
Manchu ria began.) 
“It has been neither peace nor 
war. My troops were at Shan- j 
haik wan bu t cou ld not tak e ac­ 
tion against one clearly ou r enc- I 
my ,” he said. 
“Despite these handicaps and 
fighting against an enemy pos­ 
sessing su perior arms and equ ip­ 
ment, the fact th at we held the 
city throu gh three day s and 
nights of fighting mu st be con­ 
sidered a redeeming featu re of 
the situ ation. . . .

conscience is clear,” he conclu d­ 
ed.

CO-OP PROGRAM 
SHOWS GAIN IN 
F A R M CRISIS 


Cooperativ e activ ities among 
Indiana farmers g ained notice­ 
ably in all sections of the state 
du ring the past y ear when farm 
market prices fell to new lows 
and the g ap between prices and 
costs became wider, according to 
James R. Moore, editor, Hoosier 
Farmer, official pu blication of 
the Indiana Farm Bu reau . 
"The zest with which farmers 
of Indiana hav e entered into co­ 
operativ e mov ements in recent 
y ears and especially du ring 1932 
is an indication of what may be 
ex pected for the mov ement in 
the new y ear,” say s Mr. Moore. 
"The farm bu reau has faith in 
the new y ear and believ es that 
farmers working tog ether in a 
statewide org anization to secu re 
better conditions for ag ricu ltu re 
will resu lt in better m arket pric­ 
es, lower tax es and thu s a hig her 
standard of liv ing .” 
A prog ram of fu rther tax re­ 
du ction in the state and g ov ern­ 
mental assistance from W ash­ 
ing ton to create hig her prices for 
farm comodities will receiv e a t­ 
tention of the org anized farm ­ 
ers, he states. 
“If farm debts and farm tax es 
and the prices of thing s farmers 
bu y were scaled down immedi­ 
ately to the lev el of farm market 
prices, 
the 
difficu lties 
wou ld 
larg ely 
disappear,” 
say s 
the 
farm editor. "Farmers can pay 
off their present debts only if 
there is a considerable rise in 
the prices of farm commodities 
or a downward adju stment, with 
lower interest charg es, of many 
of the present farm debts. This 
is now a national problem re­ 
q u iring the assistance, on a larg e 
scale, of the national g ov ern­ 
m ent.” 
Gross income from ag ricu ltu r­ 
al produ cts in the United States 
du ring 1932 was abou t $5 ,000,- 
000,000, declining from nearly 
$12,000,000,000 in 1929. Du ring the 
past three y ears farmers not on­ 
ly earned nothing on their in­ 
v estment bu t also fell short of 
earning wag es for their labor 
and for that contribu ted by their 
families, states Mr. Moore. In 
addition to losses in cu rrent in­ 
come, there were declines of 
larg e proportions in real estate 
and other inv entory v alu es. 
“Farmers receiv ed only abou t 
7 per cent of the national in­ 
come in 1931, and probably less 
in 1932,” say s Mr. Moore. "From 
the standpoint of the welfare of 
the nation, the restoration of 
ag ricu ltu ral prosperity is as v i­ 
tal as solv ing the problems of in­ 
du strial u nemploy ment. In fact, 
a remu nerativ e ag ricu ltlre will 
solv e the u nempoy ment situ a­ 
tion.”
